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Board Increases Water Rates 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday night, with 
all members present. Chair- 


man Charles Hayes III presided - 


over the meeting. 

The board handled several 
routine items of business before 
moving on to discuss a water 
rate increase and a bond issue of 
$250,000. 

A full power application from 
Larry Grantham was approved 
‘and bills totaling $2,121.13 were 
approved. Chairman Hayes 
commented that Board employ- 
ees had been working hard to get 


the bills down and it apparently 
was working, as this was the 
lowest total bills in many 
months. 

The increase in water rates 
approved by the Board will net 
about $35,000 a year to the 
Board. and was necessary to 
borrow the money needed to 
upgrade the electric system in 
areas where low voltage exists 
and where overloading is a 
probability by this summer. 

The rate increase, which is 
effective April Ist, increases 
the minimun residential bill 


from $2.50 to $3.55. This is for 


‘up to -3,000'gallons of water a 


month. The next7,000 gallons of 
water will cost 85 ¢a thou- 
Sand and the rate will drop 
to the point where all water 
over 50,000 gallons a month 
will cost 45¢ a thousand. : 


Prior to the increase the 
average usage of water cost 
$4.50, according to information 
released at the meeting. 

The Board members acknow- 
ledged that the $35,000 was 
more than was needed to cover 


the bond issue, but that some 
cushion was needed for other 
problems as they occur, such 
as reworking a water well. 

Following the increase in 
water rates, the Board discus- 
sed the bond issue with Mr. 
Billy Marx. The 7-1/2% issue 
will be sold April lst and 
the Board will pay interest 
only until 1990 when the money 
will be repaid in equal montly 
payments.

Board Views Improvements 
At High School - Cost $613,000 


The Elba City School Board 
met Thursday night in the Sup- 
erintendent’s office. 
the regularly scheduled monthly 
meeting of the Board. 

Board members discussed 
with school architects who 
had surveyed the needed 
repairs to the high school and 
jr. high buildings. They presen- 
ted cost estimates on. these 
repairs and also estimates on 
some additional construction 
and remodeling at the schools. 

The work included repairs to 
halls, classrooms, restrooms, 
etc. and remodeling of the 
lunchroom and constrction of a 
new library in the area of the 
burned out gym. Also inclu- 
ded was converting the exist- 
ing library into classrooms. 
The total cost of all this work 
was estimated by the architects 
at $613,104. The school has 
$224,354.84 in a state bond 
issue that is yet unused but 
earmarked forthe Elba schools. 
It must be used for capital 
outlay and can’t be used to pay 
salaries or buy supplies. 

The. purpose of the survey, 
according to Board members, 
was to have in hand a plan 
for upgrading the school plant 
as money became available. 

The remodeling of the lunch- 
room was estimated at $46,000 
and new equipment for the 
kitchen estimated at $80,000. 
The cost of building the new 
resource center (library) was 
estiniated at $279,000 plus 


This was . 


$35,000 for moveable equip- 
ment, 

The architects indicated that 
their figures were hopefully 
high but it was better to work 
with these figures than to get 
ready to pay the bills and not 
have enough funds. 

In other business the Board 
voted to purchase liability in- 
surance in view of a Supreme 
Court ruling last fall. 

The Board also discussed 
problems of the school lunch- 
rooms with principals of the 
three Elba schools. Following 
this discussion, it was‘ voted 
that lunches in the elementary 
and middle schools would be 
increased to 55¢a day. 
was to comply with minimum 
standards set up by federal 
regulations. Regulations re- 
quire that a minimum amount 
of local effort be spent on each 
meal before the government 
will participate in the cost of 
school lunches. The lunchrooms 
are presently operating within 
their income but again are not 
spending as much on each lunch 
as required by regulations. The 
new rates are effective immed- 
iately after the close of AEA 
holidays. 

Use of school buses for 
school sponsored trips was 
approved if the group paid 20¢ 
a mile and the bus driver’s 
salary. However all such use 
must be approved by school 
Officials.

I have noticed a number of political advertisements in news- 
papers and on candidates cards that don’t comply with Alabama 
law. The Corrupt Practice law says any of these must 
contain a ‘‘Paid line’ that clearly indicates who paid for the 
campaign literature. It must also contain at least a mailing 


address. 


Even though Attorney General Baxley’s office 


recently called the Act vague and poorly-written, it still 

carries stiff penalities for candidates, printers those who 
distribute material which does not comply with the law. 
I know of no local case of anyone being hauled up for violating 
this law but there have been cases in other parts of Alabama. 


Last year the legislature passed a bill sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Jimmy Holley making certain fish baskets legal, 
in Pea River, once a permit was purchased. A number of 
basket fishermen have been reporting great success with their 
baskets recently. The catfish and to a lessor degree suckers 
have been flocking into the baskets onto the dining tables 
of the fishermen. A not so happy note is heard from some 
fishermen who decide each year that Spring is a good time to 
stretch’ a net across Pea River. Reports are that Conser- 
vation officers caught some ofthem and hauled them into Court.

This 
is one of the largest bar-b- 
ques held in this area and 
presen‘s many problems not 
encountered in smaller 
events. Traffic and parking 
around the Armory is always 
a problem, but we will make 
every effort to improve this 
over what it has been in past 
years. Another major pro- 
blem in the past has been 
serving. I know people don’t 
like to stand around and wait 
when they come to pick up 
their bar-b-que plates. We 
will do our best to improve on 
this situation this year. 

Our goal this year has 
been set at $5000.00. 
This is the bare minimum 
needed to cover the band’s 
operating expenses for the 
coming year. Normally the 
Band Boosters do not purchase 
instruments or band room 
equipment. These supplies 
are usually paid for out of 
school allocated funds. How- 
ever, due to belt tightening 
with school funds and higher 
costs due to inflation the 
band’s allocation did not cover 
all their needs. The Band 
Boosters have already pur- 
chased several music stands 
for the band room and we 
are obligated to be respon- 
sible for the purchase and 
upkeep of band uniforms. This 
year we need to purchase a 
large number of replacement 
uniform parts, some of all 
the parts, but mainly pants, 
hats, and plumes, and com- 
plete new uniforms and flags: 
for the color guard. One 
complete uniform costs $209. - 
20. Pants are $36.25 a pair 
and hats are $24.40 each.

Often one 
hears and sees wild geese 
and ducks on their way north. 

It is sometimes said, ‘April 
borrowed three days from 
March, and they are ill,”’ 
because the first days of 
April are blustery. 

Another saying says the 
first three days of March are 
‘unlucky,’ and are called 
‘blind days.’’ Some farmers 
feel that these three days 
are bad days to plant seed and 
wait until March 4, They 
believe. if it rains on these 
days, they will have a poor 
harvest 

My grandfather, and later 
my own father, carefully stu- 
died the almanac todetermine 
the best days to plant seed 
Mom ‘is a strong believer in 
the ‘‘signs’’ and knows, almost 
instinvtively, which of them 
will provide a good crop and 
which will not. She also feels 
that the ‘‘signs’’ were inthe 
heart, because, according to 
her, one bled more at this 
time! 

Most people discount the 
“signs,” believeing it to be 
superstitious, but | 
about it sometimes. Toooften 
we are eager to throw away 
something because we have 
modern medicines to combat 


diseases. We castaside more 
natural ways of controllong 
insects and disease because 
sprays and other means were 
discovered to help us A 
good example is the use of 
DDT by many farmers for 
Maybe the “signs” are 
valid and useful. They seemed 
to work for many years which 
may say something about their 
effectiveness We may find 
ourselves studying almanacs 
again and returning to more 
natural methods of providing 
food for our families 
It was this balance of nature 
that inspired William Cullen 
Bryant to write, 
“The stormy March has 
come at last, 
With wind, and cloud, and 
changing skies; 
I hear the rushing of the 
blast 
That through the snowy 
valley flies

WASHING PILLOWS . 


Have you ever wondered how 
to wash pillows so they’ll be 
fresh and sweetsmelling 
again? Here are some tips 
to help you get your pillows 
really clean. 

Launder only pillows labeled 
‘‘washable’’ by the manufactu- 
rer. Don’t wash or dy 
kapok pillows in automatic 
machines since the filling will 
become lumpy. 

Wash foam rubber pillows 
in their own convering. And 
sew or pin feather pillows into 
a pillow cover to avoida mess 
if the ticking breaks. 

Always wash two pillows 
in their own covering. And 

Always wash two pillows 
at a time to balance the 
machine, Fill the washer 
with warm water, add deter- 
gent and agitate to dissolve 
the detergent. Then add two 
pillows and wash two or 
three minutes on the delicate 
cycle. 

Since pillows tend to flat, 
stop the wesher part way 
through the wash and push 
them under until they’re com- 
pletely submerged. Then fin- 
ish the wash cycle using warm 
or cole water rinse and normal 
Spin. 

Never dry foam rubbert- 
pillows with heat. You can 
use an air setting--no heat-- 
if your dryer has one. Or 
hang the pillow out of the sun 
outdoors, Fluff every 30 min- 
utes to allow uniform drying 

Dry feather pillows one at 
a time. Set the control on 
your dryer at the longest time 
you can at normal heat setting 
Periodically stop the dryer 
and fluff the pillow. The 
pillow may take as long as 
three hours to dry.

fhe $250,000 bond issue 
approved by the Water and 
Electric Board Tuesday night 
was for upgrading the Elba 
electric system. Many areas 
in town now have very low vol- 
tage and homes are having ap- 
pliances burn out and tele- 
visions go dark when some- 
thing eise is turned on. Also, 
engineering experts predict 
that if no changes were made, 
in a few short months there 
would be a total collapse of the 

_older, small 4KV sub-station. 

Once this older substation 
served all the needs of Elba, 
but with the increased use of 
electricity in homes, business 
and industry, it has long beén 
too small to carry the entire 
load. 

The planned upgrading will 
solve the problems of existing 
users, provide them with ad- 
ditional current if needed or: 
desired; provide for addition- 
al customers, and will be 
strong enough to convert other 
local users to the new lines as 
it becomes necessary. 

Utility Board Chairman 
Charles Hayes III said that if, 
Elba was to be completely ef- 
ficient, the entire system 
should be converted to the 12 
KV system, but that at present 
the cost was out of sight. He 
said that the planned additions 
will make the entire system 
work more efficiently, andthat 
the upgrading will pay for it- 
self in a few years just through 
cutting the loss of current in 
the present system. 

Another strong point 
brought out by Hayes was that 
by putting in a good strong 
backbone for the system now,- 


future expansions could cost 
as much as half a million dol- 
lars less than if Elba just 
tries to “get by” as has been 
the case so often in the past. 

There will be some com- 
pletely new construction thr- 
ough downtown Elba and many 
miles of “upgrading.” This 
means that existing lines will 
be used where possible, but 
that transformers will be chan- 
ged to handle the stronger el- 
ectricity. 

Employees of the W & E 
Department have been dong, 
and will continue to do, some 
of the less demanding parts 
of the upgrading, but the major 
work will be contracted to 
firms with specialized equip- 
ment. It will be done on a bid 
basis. 

The above fhap shows the 
highlights of the new work. The 
zigzag line is the complete new 
construction. The dotted lines 
are the lines to be upgraded 
by putting in heavier wire in 
some places, changing trans- 
formers and charging the lines 
with 12 KV current. Included in 
these lines are all the area up 
Smith Avenue and inthe River- 
view Subdivision; all the area 
out Highway 84 East (Enter- 
prise Highway); down Samson 
Highway as far as city lines 
go; Claxton Avenue from High- 
land Drive to Rebecca Lane; 
Troy Highway, Bypass Street 
and other adjoining areas. 

All the above listed areas 
will be transferred from the 
old 4 KV substation to the new 
12 KV substation. 

Hayes said that the new 
construction will be designed to 
work with an additional sub- 


station to be located in the 
Northeast section of Elba when 
and if growth of the town jus- 
tifies an additional substation.

VIEWS ON STATE TOURNEY 


iver watched 20 basketball games in only three (3) days? 

If you have, you know what! sat through last week while watch- 
ing three (3) days of action at the State basketball tournament 
in Tuscaloosa. 1 saw all 32 teams play, and I jotted down a few 
notes in between the games. Following are a few of my ob- 
servations: 

Athens Bible School, the Class A champions, looked like a 
chapter out of “American Graffiti.” The players all wore knee- 
length short pants, and full-sleeved jersies (regular short- 
sleeved shirts). The Athens cheerleaders followed intrue “1930” 
fashion by wearing skirts which went at least two inches over 
their knees. | talked with an Athens fan during their win over 
Rebecca Comer, and he told me that the Athens coach received 
a technical foul during an early season game, and the principal 
Suspended him for two weeks without pay!

Montevallo failed to win their third straight 2A champion- 
ship, but they did finish second.

School officials 
couldn’t find a basketball coach to replace Gary Fleming, who 
resigned prior to the school year, and Gilliam, who is the 
head football coach, was forced to coach! He really did a great 
job and deserves a great amount of credit! 

Colbert Heights, the Class 2A champion, is coached by Bobby 
Ayers, a very emotional young man. Ayers never sits on the 
bench, but instead, squats down just off the court. Many times 
during the tournament Ayers could be seen lying flat on his 
face, kicking his feet in happiness.
